NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—(#)—Don 
Herold, motion picture critic for 
the magazine Scribner’s Commen- 
tator, resigned today on the ground 
his copy had been tampered with. 

“I resigned,” he said, “because

trend of the motion pictures.”

Herold said his original copy 
read in part as follows:

the rest changed to read: 

“Wendell Willkie, the biggest 
dud in modern political history, is 
properly cast as counsel for the 
motion picture industry in the ses- 
sions. There is a lot of intefven- 
tionist stuff in the movies, espe- 
cially in the newsreels, and some- 
thing should be done about it.” 

“I don’t believe that at all,” 
Herold asserted. “When I read 
those lines it came as a shock to 
me. Mr. Willkie is a close personal 
friend of mine.”

U. S. Bombs Ahead 


BERLIN, Oct. 20.—(4)—The 
Frankfurter Zeitung warried Ger- 
mans today they could expect 
many American-made planes and 
bombs over Germany before the 
war’s end, but said it would make 
no difference in the outcome of 
the conflict. 

Despite’ such bombings, the 
newspaper said, the fact remained 
no enemy could invade the con- 
tinent. Meanwhile, it said, Ger- 
many would deliver the final, 
crushing blow against Britain. 

“Still many a plane of Ameri- 
can origin will fly over Germany 
and many bombs of American 
manufacture will fall on German 
houses,’ the newspaper _ said. 
“Britons, who invented the night 
attack against cities; will not give 
it up even if German reprisals be 
heavier than they were this sum- 
mer. 

“The population of west and 
southwest Germany will pass 
many nights in the basement and 
many homes are still to lie in 
ruins. But to hope to win the war 
with such methods is in the high- 
est degree childish, as the British 
themselves probably realize now.”

Knox Pays Tribute to 
Men Who Lost Lives 
On Destroyer. 


NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 20.—(#)— 
‘Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox, speaking today at commis- 
sioning ceremonies for the aircraft 
carrier Hornet, said every man 
who lost his life on the U. S. de- 
stroyer Kearny lost it as a volun- 
iteer in an “ultimate sacrifice’ so 
that men everywhere may “keep 
the hope of human freedom.” 
The secretary paused in an ex- 
temporaneous address to pay trib- 


ute to the 11 men reported miss- 
ing in the torpedoing of the 
Kearny and said the future peace 
of the world depended upon a 
combination of sea and air power. 

Knox said the ceremonies for 
the new $31,000,000 warship were 
held “under the shadow of the 
first news” of casualties at sea and 
that 11 men “have given up their 
lives to the cause of human lib- 
erty.” It has been sacrifices like 
these, he added, that have made 
“this country o° ours possible.” 

Every man who lost his life on 
the Kearny also lost it as a vol- 
unteer, “offering, if need be, the 
ultimate sacrifice that was exacted 
of them.” 

Under a warm October sun, ap- 
proximately 4,000 persons assem- 
bled on the vessel’s huge flight 
deck and watched the brief but 
impressive ceremonies. Rear Ad- 
miral Manley H. Simons, as com- 
mandant of the Fifth Naval dis- 
trict, commissioned the carrier as 
the ship’s full complement of 170 
officers and 2,000 men stood at at- 
tention. 

Captain M. A. Mitscher, recently 
detached to assist as chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, assumed 
command of the 20,000-ton craft, 
built at the Newport News Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Company 
and christened at the launching 
last December by Mrs. Knox, wife 
of the secretary. Mrs. Knox at 
the ceremonies today presented a 
silver vase to the officers and 
crewmen.

ordered that Stewart be subpoe- 
naed.

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 20.—With 
market prices hanging at about 
$1 a pound, the Soil Conservation 
Service today voiced a need for 
several thousand pounds of kudzu 
seed. 

T. L. Asbury, state SCS co-or- 
dinator, points out that until re- 
cently Japan has furnished the 
United States with its supply of 
kudzu seed. Now that the war 
has. cut off this supply, he said it 


appears that this country will] j | 


have to depend upon its own re- 
sources. 

Kudzu, Asbury explained, is a 
fast-growing legume used exten- 
sively in soil conservation districts 
for erosion control on rough, slop- 
ing land and for producing hay 
and grazing. 

The state co-ordinator urges 
farmers to be on the look-out for 
old kudzu vines with good crops 
of seed pods. When a promising 
site has been locatad notify the 
work unit technician in the soil 
conservation district in which the 
kudzu is located, so that he may 
inspect the seed and estimate the 
yield. Or, write the Soil Conser- 
vation Service, at Spartanburg, 
South Carolina. 

“The most promising places 
where there is likely to be a good 
seed crop seems to be large gul- 
lies covered with kudzu, fence 
rows, vacant lots, porches and old, 
abandoned home sites,’ Mr. As- 
bury says. “Kudzu usually pro- 
duces more seed when it climbs 
over bushes, trees, fences or trel- 
lises.”

O’Connor said he gave $120 to 
the fund, at one time presenting 
Huffman with a check for $100. 

Meloy asked O’Connor what he 
said to Huffman when he pre- 
sented the check and O’Connor 
replied he didn’t say anything. 

“You mean you just walked up 
to him and gave him a check for 
$100 without saying anything at 
all,” Meloy inquired. 

“Oh, I might have said ‘this is 
for the fund’ and by that I meant 
the fund for taking care of the 
commissioner’s bills,” O’Connor 
replied. 

©’Connor said a check for $86.65, 
indorsed by him and introduced 


as evidence, was used for enter- 
taining Social Security officials at 
a regional conference in Atlanta. 

O’Connor told the examiner 
that it was “an old southern cus- 


tom” for employes to “kick in” 
and help bear the expenses of 
their chief’s political campaign.

For the first time, citizens of the United 
States, including Georgians, have been offi- 


cially notified that their son, brother, hus-~ 


band has been killed during Nazi attack on an 
armed unit of the United States. 

Eleven men of the crew of the U. S. De- 
stroyer Kearny were lost when that vessel was 
hit by a torpedo from “a submarine, undoubt- 
ediy German,” while engaged in her patrol 
duties in the North, Atlantic. 

Isolationists will still contend this nation 
is not at war with Germany. But when sailors 
of the United States Navy die in action against 
Germany, wherein lies the difference between 
neutrality and war? It can just as truthfully 
be said China is not at war with Japan—that 
conflict has never been formally declared. 

There is only one way, now, by which this 
country can remain “at peace” with Nazi Ger- 
many. That is the same way in which an indi- 
vidual, attacked by a thug, can claim he isn’t 
fighting—by lying down and taking whatever 
beating the thug cares to administer. 

However, if Germany is basing her policy 
upon the theory that the United States is “too 
‘proud to fight,” the Nazis are once again mak- 
ing fatal error. 

Casualties of the Kearny incident will not 
be forgotten. “Next of kin” have been notified. 

Also, it would be well for Germany to re- 
member, all of America—that same America 
which history tells has never known defeat— 
has been notified. 

The blatant outpourings of a few isola- 
tionists and professional pacifists may make 
much noise, but their voice is not the voice 
of the true America. That true America speaks 
confidently and firmly and in language which 
cannot be mistaken, when the time comes. 

And, over the past weekend, that America 
has “been notified,” that, whatever sophists 
may say, Germany at least considers herself at 
war with the United States. The Kearny dead 
prove that fact, beyond possibility of argu- 
ment.

We all know that this America of ours, its 
wavs of life and its ideals, is worth defending 
against enemies within or without.

Yet it is well that, ever so often, some out- 
standing occurrence should remind us again 
of what we mean by the American system, of 
what is inherent in the phrases American 
freedom and American opportunity.

The “‘Auto Use” Tax 


Something new in federal taxation is sched- 
uled to go into effect on February 1 next. This 
is the provision in the new tax law providing 
each user of an automobile shall pay $5 per 
annum for that privilege. Note that it is a tax 
on the use of an automobile. This means that 
if the owner of a car can prove he has not 
used it, he will not have to pay the tax. But 
the onus of proving that non-use rests upon 
him. 

The new feature of the tax lies in the fact 
it is the first time in United States history. 
when a federal tax has been imposed directly 
on a great number of individual citizens. On 
32,000,000, in fact, the approximate number of 
auto owners in this country. 

So complicated and cumbersome will be the 
collection of the tax that some observers are 
of the opinion it will consume all the revenue 
in the costs of collection, while others express 
an opinion it was engineered into the tax bill 
through Republican support, just for the pur- 
pose of embarrassing the administration. For 
it is foreseen the collection of the tax may 
arouse the ire of many auto owners and that it 
contains political dynamite. 

The Treasury, for instance, has estimated 
it will require the employment of 3,800 addi- 
tional clerks to collect the tax. It will mean 
the mailing of 64,000,000 letters for each col- 
lection period. And, owing to an odd quirk in 
the wording of the law, two collections will be 
required in 1942, the first year of its operation. 
This is because the tax is effective February l, 
but is calculated on the fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, instead of on the calendar year. 

Thus every auto owner will be called on to 
pay $2.09 on February 1, for the five-month 
period, and $5 on July 1 for the ensuing 12 
months. 

The method of collection involves the mail- 
ing of an application form to every auto owner, 
sometime before February 1. The owner is 
instructed to fill the form out and return it 
with check or money order for $2.09. By return 
mail he will get a sticker to place on his car, 
which is the receipt and proof of payment. 
Delinquents will receive another letter, after 
February 1, pointing out that the owner of a 
car which does not display a sticker is liable 
to arrest. Then there may be a summons, if 
the tax is still unpaid, to appear in federal 
court to explain the non-payment. 

Add to these complications the fact that it 
is difficult to secure an accurate list of auto 
owners in any state, owing to the rapid change 
of ownership, and the problem of checking 
cars without tax stickers, and some conception 
of the immensity of the task may be had. 

It looks like a big headache for the tax col- 
lection division of the Treasury Department, 
to say nothing of the added cost and trouble 
placed on the auto owners of the nation.

apply in the issue raised by the proposal 
for amending the neutrality act to permit the arming of American 
merchant vessels. No provision was made in the bill for per- 
mitting the merchantmen to be sent to any place they are not 
allowed to go now. Authority merely was given for arming them 
as a protection against any attacks they might encounter from 
submarine or other enemy warcraft in going about their normal 
business. 

While the bill represents a definite extension of the adminis- 
tration’s foreign policy and a direct answer to Hitler’s challenge 
in sinking some of our ships, it is also a logical step in the huge 
national defense program we have launched. Suppose, for ex- 
ample, we should find ourselves suddenly involved in a war with 
Japan in the Pacific—a possibility that looms more threatening as 
a result of recent developments at Tokyo. Our fleet of merchant 
vessels in the Pacific, scattered and unarmed, would be completely 
at the mercy of enemy marauders. The same thing is true already 
of American ships in the Atlantic which cross the path of Nazi 
submarines, as the number of sinkings recorded thus far indicate 
NOT OVERNIGHT JOB iIt is no overnight job to arm and 

man with a trained crew several 


hundred merchant vessels, even if we had the guns already at hand. 
Something more is involved than passing out guns to merchantmen 
and telling them to blast away at anything that molests them. Gov- 
ernment officials estimate that it is a three-month job to arm and 
equip the vessels at best. 

That means that if we deferred arming of merchantmen until 
we are actually at war, our whole defense program as regards the 
necessity for giving full protection to merchant ships is to be 
delayed for at least three months. 

If we are going in for an all-out defense program on the assump- 
tion that no one can foretell when we may be enveloped by war 
events, then the logic of the situation would certainly seem to 
point to the necessity for arming our merchant vessels along with 
the other precautions we are taking. In some degree, therefore, the 
pending armed ship bill is more of an advancement of our national 
defense program than it is an extension of the administration's 
foreign policy.

VERIFORM APPENDIX No one political expert has been 


able to explain why Franklin D. 
Roosevelt selected Henry Wallace as his running mate in the his- 
toric third-term campaign. 

Wallace was not a political force. 
his own state. The politicians did not like him. He is capable, 
honest, sincere. People who know him like him. But the politi- 
clans shied away from him then as now. 

There was something of a shock when the word got around the 
President had passed up all the “ooommph” boys, with vote-getting 
pogvers, and selected quiet, modest, Henry Wallace to be his vice 
president. ; 

It now begins to be quite clear what has happened. 

It now is possible to understand what the President wanted and 
what he had in mind. 

He knew the third term would be a man-killer 

He wanted an assistant. 

Not a vice president, idle, incompetent. 

Henry Wallace, the vice president of the United States, is doing 
one of the biggest jobs in our defense set-up in Washington. They 
are not merely two of the big jobs but also two of the toughest. 

Wallace is chairman of the Economic Defense Board. This co- 
ordinates all the cabinet jobs which have to do with routine. This 
is an important job and one which requires painstaking care. 

In addition he is chairman of the most important Supply, Priort- 
ties, and Allocations Board which deals with all supplies and which 
also must do the job of co-ordinating them with British defense 
demands. 

Also, of course, there is the job of presiding over the senate and 
acting as a sort of liaison officer h©tween it and the White House. 

There are three jobs, each important. 

Out of that comes the new picture of Henry Wallace and also 
out of it comes one of the most important reforms in our political 
administrative system. It happens to be a reform which has been 
needed for a long time. 

Mr. Roosevelt has operated and removed the veriform appendix 
of the vice presidency and made -of that office something useful 
It never was before. It now becomes clear why the President 
wanted Henry Wallace. It also becomes evident he was right in 
his choice. 


HISTORIC TRADITION 


He had been unable to carry 


for work. 


For 150 years our tradition of the 
vice presidency has been that it was 
an empty, honorary position. The vice president presided over the 
senate. The rest of the tiine he decorated his office. Typical ex- 
ample was Jack Garner. His eight years as vice president saw no 
single contribution beyond the chairmanship of the senate. 

Our vice presidents have been the boys who almost were selected 
to be the presidential candidate but, at the last moment, were 
traded off. They have been put on the ticket because of their 
political weight or appeal, in certain populous sections of the 
country. 

They were never expected to do anything except preside over 
the senate. The vice president was just around, handy, in case the 
president were to die or be assassinated. He was just the spare 
tire on your flivver. Useful if you had a blowout, but otherwise 
just dead weight. D 

It is this tradition which Mr. Roosevelt has abolished. 

Henry Wallace is not just a spare-wheel vice president. 
the actual, working assistant to the President. 

Mr. Roosevelt knew what the politicians didn’t know and what 
the delegates didn’t realize at the Chicago convention. He knew 
there was a job of work to be done. He wanted Henry Wallace 
hecause Wallace understands the President’s aspirations for the 
people of this country. He was, and is, in complete sympathy with 
the President’s program—social, economic and international. 

Not many have seen that Mr. Roosevelt has instituted another 
reform. He has removed a decoration and given some dignity and 
worthwhileness to the job of being vice president. 


CHICAGO CONVENTION Any major political convention ts 
a thrill. The one at Chicago was, 
for me at least, a vital sort of experience. 

No one knew why—although now it has become clear—Mr. 
Rgosevelt wanted Henry Wallace. Wallace had the respect of 
everyone. The delegates liked him. But they didn’t want him as 
the party’s vice president. 

Some delégations, including the one from Georgia, sent a com- 
mittee to Harry Hopkins to ascertain whether or not the President 
really wanted Wallace. And why. 

They learned he did want him. But not why. 

There were some delegations which balked. The Georgia dele- 
gation took a vote and was split. The large majority didn’t want 
Wallace, and Senator Bankhead, of Alabama, got the Georgia unit 
votes. 

There was some excellent floor work done on the convention 
floor by the party leaders, who perspired from delegation to dele- 
gation saying that the President wanted Wallace. If not, then he 
could not accept his nomination. ~He knew what the job was and 
he wanted the man best fitted to help him do it. 

Because of this pressure the convention was damned rather thor- 
oughly by the hopeful Republican press and some of the Democratie 
papers were none too pleased with it. The President could have 
eased the pressure and the criticism with a frank statement that he ~ 
wanted an assistant and one who could do the work, and not just a 
decoration, or spare tire. He didn't. 

The delegates, with no other choice, nominated Wallace and 
went home. 

Not until now has the President’s reasons for his choice become 
evident. We no longer have an idle, decorative vice president. We 
have an assistant president doing a lot of hard, valuable work. 

I have an idea the American people may like that better than 
the old -tradition—the fellow who just sat around waiting for the 
President to die so he would have something to do.

Know How 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


A recent radio speaker, quoting statistics without supporting 
evidence, said the success of marriage is affected by the allocation of 
authority as follows. Where the wife is boss, 47 per cent succeed: 
where the man is boss, 63 per cent; where neither is boss, 84 per 
cent. 

Whether authoritative or not, the figures seem a reasonably 
accurate reflection of human nature. 

But there are exceptions. In South Carolina the lady of the 
house is boss, except in those social circles where it is considered 
good form to beat the old woman if she doesn’t behave, yet the law 
forbids divorce altogether and relatively few divorces are obtained 
outside the state. 

Bossing may seem to explain marital troubles, but it is only a 
symptom of disorder and not the cause. 

The basic causes of divorce seem to be the lack of religious 
scruples, the want of disapproving neighbors, and the fact that many 
people grow up without developing a sense of duty and obligation, 
and are too selfish to feel bound by any agreement that requires 
giving as well as taking. 

Marriage doesn’t change human nature. It requires no more 
than the ability to get along in partnership. And the behavior 
that wrecks it would even more quickly break up any other kind 
of co-operative effort. It isn’t marriage that fails. People fail. And 
no two people, men or women, could live together or work together 
in peace if they behaved as people do in wrecking their marriage. 

Marriage can’t succeed if one of the partners is a self-centered, 
ungenerous egoist who is determined to have his own way about 
everything at whatever cost. 

A man who marries such a Maggie will be bossed. And he will 
either get away from her or he will live in hell, let his career go to 
pot and stay as drunk as he can until merciful death sets him free. 

A woman who marries such a man will be bossed. And she will 
either divorce him or live in hell, shamed, cheated and miserable 
all her days. 

The peculiar intimacies and obligations of marriage require a 
capacity for unselfish service, a knowledge of good manners and 
the ability to respect another's rights. And people who lack such 
equipment have no right to marry, for they can't keep the contract.

Use Dadiaile! 
In Construction 


After Oetober 


Electric Wiring, Few 
Other Items Will Be 
Exempt. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 20-—(#)— 
In what one official called the 
“toughest” priorities order yet is- 
sued, the government today for- 
bade the use of copper in non-de- 
fense building construction after 
November 1, except for electric 
wiring, and virtually prohibited its 
use next year in the manufacture 
of more than 100 common house- 
hold articles. 


The order was issued by Donald 
M. Neslon, director of priorities. 
It declared that between now and 
January 1, 1942, the amount of 
copper in the list of 100 articles 
must be restricted to approximate- 
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ly 60 per cent of the amount uSed4 §3 


in a 1940 base period. It pro- 
hibited the use of any copper in 
these articles, except for non-dec- 
orative plating, after January 1, 
1942, and reduced to 70 per cent 
of a 1940 base period the amount 
of copper in all items not listed. 
Not Affected. 

Besides electric wiring, the fol- 
lowing are exempted from the re- 
strictions: 

Contracts of government de- 
fense agencies which specify cop- 
per; products covered by under- 
writer rules or other safety regu- 
lations in effect on October l, 
1941; chemical plants where cor- 
rosive action makes other mate- 
rials impracticable; research lab- 
oratories; condenser or heating ex- 
changer tubes and tube sheets in 
steam generating plants and oil 
refineries where corrosion exists, 
and hydroelectric plants. 

The list of articles in which cop- 
per is to be temporarily limited 
and eventually eliminated reaches 
into every home. It includes build- 
ing supplies and hardware; house 
furnishings and equipment, dress 
accessories, jewelry, gifts and 
novelties, burial equipment, auto- 
motive, trailer and tractor equip- 
ment, and a miscellaneous list, in- 
cluding such items as barrel 
hoops, fire extinguishers and toys. 

First of Kind. 

Officials said the order was the 
first of its kind prohibiting the 
use of a basic material in the man- 
ufacture of common articles. 

OPM said that the reason for 
the order was “readily apparent” 
in supply and demand figures for 
October, 1941. The total copper 
demand for the month, it said, was 
259.479 short tons. Total produc- 
tion for the month, including do- 
mestic foreign and scrap, was said 
to be 138,700 tons. 

“Every effort for expansion of 
supply is being made by the Office 
of Production Management,” OPM 
said, “including exploration for 
new deposits. An addition of 10 
per cent to the million tons to be 
produced domestically for 1942 is 
about the expected limit.”

Finland To Slaughter | 
41,000 Deer for Food. 


HELSINKI, Finland, Oct. 10.—' 
(P)—Forty-one thousand, or more 
than a third of Lapland’s _esti- 
mated 120,000, reindeer are to be 
slaughtered this winter for food in 
Finland. Reindeer meat is ra- 
tioned.

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Arbitrate Row 


President’s Commission 
Suggests Move To Set- 
tle Dispute. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—(INS)— 
The big five operating railroad 
brotherhoods, seeking 30 per cent 
wage increases for their 350,000 
members, today rejected an offer 
from the President's fact-finding 
commission to arbitrate the dis- 
pute. 

Their action was taken after the 
railroads, represented by a car- 
riers’ committee, and the Railway 
Express Company had accepted 
the arbitration offer. 

The offer to arbitrate was sub- 
mitted to the railroads, the op- 
erating brotherhoods, and _ the 
nonoperating railroad unions over 
the weekend by the commission 
appointed by President Roosevelt 
to submit recommendations for 
settling the dispute. 

Although the nonoperating un- 
ions have not yet announced their 
decision, it was assumed they 
would follow the lead of the 
brotherhoods in rejecting arbirta- 
tion. 

They seek wage increases of ap- 
proximately 30 cents an hour for 
nearly 900,000 members of hnon- 
operating unions.

Merchants can make money in| 


two ways: by making a long prof- 
it on one sale or by making a 
small profit on a lot of sales. 

Fortunately for you, there’s no 
reason under the sun why you 
have to buy from any certain 
merchant—and successful retail- 
ers learned long ago that you 
won’t buy from them because of 
their personal charm or because 
they're nice to their mothers. You 
buy from one merchant in pref- 
erence to another because you feel 
that merchant offers you more for 
your money.

That Geor gia Line looked in the rush of events 
that the U. of Georgia rush line has held four opponents to 
a combined net total of 104 yards. 


The four opponents, starting with Mercer, include South 
Carolina, Ole Miss and Columbia. Before Georgia met Ole 
Miss, the average of the Georgia team was really remark- 
able. Mercer and South Carolina were held to a net 44-yard 
loss. 


Ole Miss, with a fast rush line, gained 145 yards 
from scrimmage.

Columbia will never forget the Georgia line. The net 
gain in that Saturday clash was three yards.

Sinkwich is no Dizzy Dean. He is strictly not on the 
garrulous side. He has got over all of his temperamental 
ways of the past.
